LONDON, November 5.—I believe Salisbury 
does not share the opinion of the American 
and Canadian press, which, of course, largely 
prevails here astothe certainty of the failure 
of the fisheries commission. It has never 
occurred to him to recall Chamberlain, or in 
any way inodify his polics with regard to his 
commission. Thereisagood opinion here of 
Chamberlain’s adroitness, and his friends say 
if he gets out of the vicious circles of partisan 
politics in which he perpetually whirls here, 
he will make a good negotiator. 

©’ BRIEN'S PRISON TREATMENT. 

The question of the treatment of O’Brien 
will come before the Cabinet Thursday. The 
probability is that ordinary prison discipline 
will be partially relaxed. O’Brien will not 
wear prison clothes and will not associate with 
the ordinary felons, nor do menial offices. 
His health is bad, but he will resist all at- 
tempts to put indignities upon him to the 
death. The chances are that he willbe met 
half way. 

FOSTER’S LAND-PURCHASE SCHEME. 

Arnold Foster’s scheme of land-purchase, 
which is Gladstone’s scheme over again with 
udditional security, giving power to the Lord 
Lieutenant to tax whisky and nearly all arti- 
cles of common consumptionin the country, 
by a mere order in Council, is believed to 
have been favorably entertained by the Gov- 
ernment. Itis at once odious and ridiculous. 

The extra security is entirely unnevessary 
and would be bitterly resented by the Irish 
people, involving, as it does, the idea that 
tuxes may be raised on the bare will of the 
Executive. The Government, however, are 
being pressed to adopt this or some other plan. 
The Spectator, among other journals, exhorts 
them, if possible, notto delay the settlement 
of the land question till another session. The 
chances are, however, that they will postpone 
the question again. Land purchase is intensely 
unpopular here and almost certain to wreck 


the Government. 
THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL.

THE EMPEROR'S CONDITION, 

The recent overexertions of the Emperor 
have been telling on him. He had to pass 
Sunday in bed in consequence of a cold which 
he caught at the shooting party at Werni- 
gerode,and this brought on rheumatic pains as 
well as the old trouble in the bladder. He has 
not been out of doors since and loyal Berlin- 
ers have paced Unter-den-Linden in vain in 
the hope of seeing the red and white plumes 
of his leib-jaeger, which announce the passage 
of the imperial carriage. The last time this 
was seen was on f[riday afternoon. When 
Prince William was driven to the station to 
join the shooting party the other day, he was 
dressed in an ulster and brown hat, and 
looked very English, and very much like his 
aunt, the Princess Beatrice. People did not 
seem to recognize himor to caretodo so, for 
though he kept turning his head from side to 
side he had very few occasions to raise his 
hat. I followed the carriuge in an open cab, 
and had thus full opportunity of noting how 
small was his popularity compared to what 
his grandfather enjoys. The ELmperor’s valet 
relates that his royal master has of late grown 
more particular in matters of dress, and that 
he grumbled the other day at a certain cloak 
which was brought him, and which he said 
was much too shabby for him to wear. The 
valet says that this was all the more 
sieniticant, as llis Mujesty is wusu- 
ally most disinclined cast off clothes 
until they are quite worn out. It appears 
that he often says that his clothes ought to 
last him as long as, if not longer than, those 
served out tothe recruits in his army. Itis 
stated that the Emperor is most anxious to 
have the Crown Prince with him in Berlin 
during the winter, and that he has ordered the 
court physicians to consultasto the possibility 
of his son’s return tothe North. This seema 
asif the Emperor has some anxiety as to the 
duration of his own life, for no other reason 
than the very natural desire to huve his son 
with him in his last days would induce him 
toexpose this son to the risk of a Northern 
winter in hig present state of health.

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SAVING THEIR NECKS. 


PROMINENT CITIZENS OF CHICAGO PLEAD 
ING FOR THE DOOMED “REDS.” 


The Petitions to the Governor Signed by 
Veading Lawyers and Judges of Chicago— 
Nina Van Zandt's Nerve—The Chicage 
Police Indignant—Gov. Oglesby Giving 
the Anarchist Cases Careful Attention. 


CHIcaGco, Iil., November 5.—Day after day 
long lists of citizens who have hitherto been 
emphatic in their demand for the Infliction of 
the extreme penalty of the law on the oon» 
demned Anarchists appear attached to peti- 
tions for commutation. Among these the 
namesof eminent members of the bar and 
bench attract the most attention. A reporter 
requested several of the legal lights to give 
their reasona for signing the petitions. W. O. 
Goudy said: 

‘*‘Those men are guilty. There is no doubds® 
ofthat. They are guilty of murder, but is 
must be remembered that this is nota case of 
ordinary physical assassination. The question 
is whether they should be punished to the full 
extent ofthe law. This isthe first time thas 
question has come up since the jury decided it, 
Judge Gary might have passed upon it in da- 
nying a new trial, but didnot. The Supreme 
Court of the State simply declared that there 
was legal errors in the record of thas 
trial, and the Supreme Court of the 
United States declared that there 
was no legal ground upon which they could 
take up and reviewthetrial. It comes now 
for the Governor to decide whether or not the 
extreme penalty should be meted out to these 
men. It may be urged in their favor that they 
bad often before talked more violently than 
they did at the Haymarket meeting. The

say that these nen will preach their doctrines 
more eloquently dead than alive, but I tell you 
if they escape the gallows the doctrines of 
anarchy will be preached so eloquently thas 
those who took part in obtaining the commu. 
tation will livetornue the day they did so. 
For our part the police of Chicago will be more 
cautious in risking thelr lives and facing 
Anarchist bombs than they were a year 
last May, if the ‘All merey and po justice’ 
doctrine is to obtain."’ The diseontent, tt is 
believed, will soon Ond some strong publig 
expression.

Ogiesby 
for a reprieve from death for the 
seven condemned men in Chicago, has only 
just reached me, although published in the 
papers yesterday morning. My office as a 
priest unfits me to act as your representative, 
although Iam a member of D. A. 49, andl 
feel that a merely personal visittothe Govern- 
or would be of littie avail. I desire the re- 
prieve from death for the condemned men,not 
on the ground of any injustice in the 
sentence, but on behalf of a very large por- 
tion of the community, which obtains but 
scant opportunity to record its opinions, but 
which, while steadily opposing the doctrines 
and methods of Anarchists, yet believes that 
this verdict has been rendered without suf- 
ficient evidence, in the interests of the present 
holders of wealth and pewer. believe 
that an act of clemency onthe part of the 
executive would be accepted by this large 
body of peopie as a witness that there is to be 
no arraying against one another of 
essential p rtions of the community inthis 
matter, but that we are allto avree in united 
and harmonies opposition to the principles of 
individualism and of violence  hos- 
tile to our national well-being. 
May I add that contrary to a 
general impression, the question of the execn- 
tion has not been brought before the Church 
Association forthe Advancement of the In- 
terests of Labor, which has consequently 
taken no action on the matter.

The result shows very 
couclusively the long-recognized fact that 
Israecl,ws a race, prospers by persecution and 
opposition, It is the one most prominent fact 
in the history of the race. 

But it is ulso appurent that the increase of 
Jewish patronage has not hurt Saratoga, for 
the present season is indisputably the best 
and will prove the most profitable that the 
ane has ever known, Certainly the Jews 
save contributed their share in the success, 
for, as a rule, they pay well and do not stint 
expenses where the enjoyment of themselves 
and families is concerned There are no 
‘*beats’’ among them, and acareful inguiry 
would probably show that as a Ciase they 
leave as much money behind them and con- 
tribute as much to the prosperity of the place 
as any other. 

Next year the famous Grand Union Hotel 
will be sold, and it would be a strange piece 
of poetic retribution, if, as is not all improba- 
ble, it should fall into the hands of tiebrew 
capitalists. Itis already an open secret thata 
syndicate has been formed in New York in 
which Hebrew cupital largely preponderates 
for the purpose oi buying this property over 
Judge Hilton’s head, for it is well-known that 
he desires to retain it.

MRS. MARGARET SOMES REFUSED ALIMONY 
IN HER DIVORCE CASE,

A Case Where the Literal Application of 
the Stainte Works a Hardship—What 
Solemnization Means in Marriage—The

Suits Filed. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 


great Importance in cases of application for 
alimony. The suit pending was that of Mar- 
garet Somes against saml. M. Somes. Before 
aun order for alimony pending a divorce suit 
can be made it must appear that the parties 
are husband and wife within the 
of the statute which authorizes 
granting of a divorce. The act on 
authorizes a decree only in cases 
has been or shall be ‘* 
between two persons and among 
the grounds for which a divorce may be 
granted the statute specifies that the other 
party ‘‘had a wife or a husband living at the 
time of the marriage’ notwithstanding thatthe 
statute relating to marriage also declares that 
‘‘all marriages where either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living shall be 
void.’’ 

In this case Mrs. Somes did not allege in her 
petition that there was any act done ‘‘solem- 
marriage between her and 
Somes. and the evidence showed that 
at the time of the alleged common law 


agreement of marriage between her and Somes 
he hud another lawtal wife living. Her cuse, 
therefore, is not within the language or plain 
meaning of the divorce “statute. The word 
‘‘soleinnized’’ as there used means a ‘‘cere- 
monialact’’ ofan officer of the law or of a 
priest or clergyman, or a formality 
in the presence of witnesses. a 
ceremonial carrying with it legal significance 
has been gone through with, then, although 
there is an incapacity of the pufties because 
either or both have anether lawiul spouse liv- 
ing at the time, the luw gives it sufficient force 
to predicate upon it a decree of divorce.

CHIQUITO GOT A CHEW, 


STRANGE INCIDENT IN THE FRONTIER LIFE 
OF A MAIL DRIVER. 


— 


It Was in the Wild Days of Forty-Nine— 
Chiquito Smith started on a Two Days’ 
Journey Without Tobacco—He Compels a 
Strangerto Divide His Plug at the Point 
of a Pistol—tThe Stranger Hanged. 


One of a party of four seated arounda table 
in an uptown saloon was a sedate-looking 
gentieman, small in stature and faultiessly 
dressed. Extreme neatness was the first 
thing thatstruck one in looking at him, yet 


that made his careful attire seem out of 
place. Oneof the foura ddressed him famil- 
larly as ‘‘Chiguito.’’ The name struck an- 
other of the party, who then heard it for the 
first time, as a rather singular way of address- 
ing the sedute, if not solemn, Mr. Smith, and 
be suid something to that effect. 
f ‘**Oh, that’s whut our friend here and al] the 
other fellows used to call me inthe old days 
when we were Forty-niners in California,’’ 
said Chiquito. ‘‘It is a sort of bybrid Spanish, 
you know, and means small; it fitted me ex- 
actly in those days. I'm not ofa large pat- 
tern now, butin those days, when I wasa 
youth under 20, | was not filled out and was 
very small, although I did carry the United 
States mail on horseback over a stretch of 
forty miles, nearly allofita lonely mountain 
road.’’ 
‘*You must have 
 6trange incidents on 
party remarked. 
‘*‘Not often,’’ 


met some queer people and 
those rides,’’ one of the 


replied Mr. Smith. ‘‘Many a 
time I went over the whole distance out and 
back without meeting a human being. Some- 
times, however, I would come across a stray 
Indian, and sometimes meet a white man,who 
always bad a smail arsenal strapped about his 
waist and a pair of pistoilsin the holsters of 
his saddle. It wus a renconter with one of 
these gentiemen one morning at the loneliest 
spot in the jonely mountain road thatis almost 
the only vivid memory 1 have of those days in 
long ago.’’ 
Mi. SMITH’S STORY. 

There was a general desire expressed to hear 
of that incident, and Mr. Smith continued: 

Well, you know, to be a Forty-niner in 
California you bad to use tobacco in all forms. 
Idon’t know thatthere was any conipulsion 
about it, legal or moral, but everybody did, 
and young as I was I did what everybody else 
did. Soit was my custom te go to the store 
just before starting on my journey and buya 
huge ‘‘hunk,’’ as they called it out there, 
weighing about half a pound, which would last 
me out and back. But one wmorn- 
ing, having a small remnant of 
the weed left from my Iiast trip, I 
forgot to get my usual supply before I 
started off with my mail. Queer mail that 
was, gentlemen, and rather expensive tothe 
G ov: rpment, Wiat the - contractor got I 
never knew, but he paid me pretty well for 
carrying it, andi never had over half a 
dozen letters. Once in a while a stray 
newspaper would sometimes escape the many 
dangers of contiscation on the long route trom 
the Y astern States and find its way into my 
pouch. Semetimes alter it got to me it would 
reach the person it was addressed to, but 
often it would not, for when it at last got tu 
his Post-oflice he would be dead. 

Well, this morning I had only half a dozen 
letters und no newspapers, and had got about 
ten miles on the road When I made the un- 
pleasant discovery that I hadn’t laid in my 
supply of tobacco.

water in Lake Tahoe to irrigate 1,000,000 acres, 
or allthe available land in Western Nevada.

He believes that 
the water can be taken out of the lake with an 
iron siphon, and at one-twentieth of the ex- 
pense. The Spnos need not be more thana 
mile and ahalflong. The difference in the 
elevation of Lake Tahoe and Carson valley be- 
ing somewhat morethan 400 feet, the power 
generated would be equal to not less than 30,- 
QUO horse power, 

This same principle ec euld be applied not 
only to Carson valley but to 
Meadowa, Mason valley, ‘and all other 
inthe vicinity. By a series of check 
Inotions the water could be taken out 
siphon anywhere between the hivhest point on 
the lake and the lowestin the valley. By the 
use of this enormous water pressures all kinds 
of manufacturing estublishments could be 
Started, andthe land of sand and savebrush 
might not only be made to bloom and Obios- 
s0m, but be covered with manutacturing vil- 
lages as in New Enxzland. Mr. Mathewson 
says it is only aquestion of time when some- 
thing of this kind will bedone to reclaim all 
our Nevada lands.

On the discovery of fire tn a pile of niter 
sacks at the Mississippi Glass-works at 5:15 
yesterday afternoon, two alarms were turned 
in from box 829, at Main and Angelica streets.

THE PRINTER STRIKE, 


Whatthe Pressmen Will Do—An Arbitration 
Board Suggested. 


The attention both of the Typothet@ and 
the Typographical Union is at present con- 
centrated upon the movements of the Press- 
men’s Union tn Chicago, which will, itis 
believed, have a great, if not a controlling in- 
fluence, upon the Pressmen’s Union of this 
The members of the Typothet@ have 
conferred with the pressmen in their 
employ, and strongly urged them 


to refrain from joining the strikers, Their 
argument is that when the pressmen made 
their demand for a chage of the working 
hours from 10 to 9, the employers opened their 
books and convinced them of the unreason- 
ableness of their demand, which was there- 
fore withdrawn. The pressmen now admit 
that they have nothing tu complain of, and 
the employers ask them to stand by those 
who have always treated them in the most 
generous manner. 

The Typographical Union, on the other 
hand, urge their claims as fellow- 
workmen, and assert that it bas 
the plan of the employers to 
divide the workmen and meet the demands of 
the trade singly, thus com- 
pelling them to carry on any contest ata great 
disadvantage. In spite of the statements 
they declare that the 
employers are already in great straits and 
point to the advertisement for printers of two 
of the largest firms, those of Woodward & 
Tiernan and Levison & Blythe, as confirma 
of their Statement While the 
demands of the ty pe-setters may 
possibly be successfully resisted it 
if they are left to fight their battle alone, itis 
confidently asserted that if the pressman join 
forces with them the employers will at once 
viela, and that should any strife arise in the 
between the pressmen and the em- 
ployers the type-setters would not forget any 
course that might be pursued by the press- 
No action will 
be taken by the Pressmen's Union until the 
next meeting, which will take place on Tues- 
day night, but strong pressure is being 
brought upon the members from both sides to 
convert them to their different views. 

The pressmen themselves are greatly dl- 
vided In opinion, but are united in desiring 
that the present trouble may be settled as 
s00Dn as possible. With this end in view sev- 
eral influential members of the union are 
quietly going abont among both employes 
and strikers, and endeavoring to persuade 
both to submit the matter to arbi- 
tration. A Board of Arbitration of five 
has been suggested, consisting of two from 
the Typothetz2, two from the Typographical 
Uniten, and a fifth to be chosen by these four, 
to whom the point In dispute shall be sub- 
mitted, and whose decision ehail be final. 

The President of No. 8 desires to state that 
no communication has been received from the 
Typotheta@ since its refusal, through its Presi- 
dent, to pay the advanced scale, ‘1d that 
nothing in the nature of the compromise 
Inentioned is known either by him or the 
Executive Committee. The union is as de- 
termined as ever, 

Mr. George D. Barnard, in conversation 
with a PosT-DISPATCH reporter, sa’d: ‘‘Of one 
thing you may be certain, and that is that 
I am done forever with the Typographical 
Union, and I know that nearly all the job 
printers are with meinthis. Those members 
of the union who apply for work as individual 
will be employed, but at such wages as we 
deem fit, and not in obedience to any scale es- 
tablished by the union, which will in future 
receive no recognition from us whatever. The 
union began the fight and must abide by the 
consequences. As to the pressmen, I know 
that Mr. Woodward bas given those in his em- 
ploy notice’ that if they leave him
